No dkrnbt the Joy, hopi-, and «heer edx^Hg from the Roll Ringer of 
the 1937 Christmas Seals will start every bell in Pennsylvania pealing out 
its story during tills thirty-first annual Seal Sale. A bell is the link be­ 
tween tim animate .md the inanimate, aJbsorbs the spirits of its onviron- 
ment and rings it out through tile ages. 
It was the belief of tho Pennsyl­ 
vania Indians tliat, b**lls took their 
tone from some human being im- 
nrisoncd in tl«*ir comjxwiLion. No 
doubt they had a certain reason for 
such a sujs'rstltJion. When in 1776 
Baron Hurry W. Sfiegel pm his best 
bell-founders to work at Charming 
Forge, in Berks County, to turn out

Th collect bells is a pleasant ad­ 
venture in folklore, as bells can al­ 
most be ri'garded as living, benefi­ 
cent thing, e.sjx'ciallv when they 
peal out a message of cheer and 
hope to mankind, Though not a col­ 
lection of world-wide Interest and 
breathless charm Uke the cartUon of 
300 bells, formed by Mrs. Charles 
8 Musher, of Lansdowne, the writer 
has a small collection of bells which 
he would not exchange for almost 
any In the world.
